Omelet »—Beat six eggs very light, 
(whites and yolks separately), add to the 
yolks a small cup of milk, pepper, salt 
au.l the whites of the eggs. H ave ready 
a hot frying pan, put iu a good lump of 
butter; when it hisses pour in the omelet 
and set over a clear fire. Do not stir, 
bat as it "sets” slip a broad bladed knife 
under it. to prevent burning. Stick knife 
under here and there. When done 
liv a hot meat dish on the pan and 
upset the omelet on the dish so as to 
have the brown side uppermost. Sprin¬ 
kle the salt on just before turning out on 
the dish. A small Omelet can be made 
of four eggs and six tablespoonsi'ul of 
milk. Ham Omeiet is made by adding 
finely chopped cold, boiled or fried ham 
to the mixture.

Have about two pounds of sweet lard iu 
a kettle ; put the croquettes into a fryii g 
basket side by side but not touching,* dip 
the basket for two minutes into the" boib 
ing lard, (have sufficient lard to cover) 
and when brown raise the basket, rake 
out the croquettes letting them drain on 
brown paper for a minute. Serve at 
once.

Baked Fish .—T ike a fish not opened 
on the back, carefully clean, removing the 
eyes and gills ; leave the head on ; when 
washed dry thoroughly with a clean 
towel inside and outside.

ICES AND DESSERTS. 

Fruit Jces, —The ordinary fruit ices 
are made by mixing equal parts of fruit 
juice and water with plenty of sugar and 
shen freezing them; less lemon juice ’ 
required than any other kind. Confec¬ 
tioners sometimes add the beaten whites 
of two eggs to each quart of fruit ice 
when it is partly frozen, to increase the 
quantity, and then finish the freezing. 
The finer water ices are made of syrup 
made by boiling sugar until of the 
consistency of syrup, and fruit juice 
frozen; the syrup is prepared by 
boiling together four pounds of 

sugar,' one quart of water and the white 
of an egg beaten with them, for ten min¬ 
utes ; the syrup is then strained and 
cooled ; for ices, a palatable mixture is 
made with several fruit juices, and when 
the ice is half frozen, the white of one 
egg '>eaten stiff, is added, and the freez¬ 
ing completed.

A Quick and CJteap Ice Cretan. 
—One can of good condensed milk, one 
quart of sweet miik, two eggs, three 
tablespoonsfu 1 of sugar or sweeten to 
taste. Flavor. Mix well. Freeze, and 
it will be ready in twenty minutes. 

Tuiti I'rutfi. —One quart rich cream, 
two ounces sweet almonds chopped fine, 
one-half pound of sugar, one tea-cop 
chopped raisins, one tea cup cboj pecl 
citron, one-half pound orange preserves; 
when the cream, almonds and sugar is 
half frozen add the other ingredients. 
Mix well with the cream and freeze. 

Coffee Ice Cream. —Two quarts 
cream ; one pint milk, four eggs, 2 tabk- 
spoonsful arrowroot, 2 cups strong liquid 
coffee, four cups white sttga r . Mix the 
arrowroot in half cup of cold milk, and 
add to the well beaten eggs. Pour over 
this mixture a pint of milk heated to 
boiling. Let cool and add the cream. 
Put into the freezer. St ; r thoroughly. 
When partly frozen add the coffee. Beat 
well and freeze.
